In Dagostino versus Rogers et al, from 
Payette county, the defendants con-

‘{ness by requiring employees to deal 
at their store. They were threatened 
with discharge if they bought from 
Dagostino. A finding for $180 in favor 
‘of the plaintiff was had. below,. but 
Judge Henderson held there was no 
téstimony supporting averment that the 
defendants maliciously intended to in- 
jure the. plaintiff or drive him out. | 
They simply desired the patronage of 
their employees at their own store. 
There was no legal prohibition, forbid- 
ding defendants from making a condi- 
tion of employment that their em- 
ployees should patronize the store pro- 
vided by them, The record did uct 
disclose any evidence of malice and no 
question of negligence arose.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—-No hope 
for the recovery of the nineteene men 
missing in the sinking of the sub- 
marine F-1 was held at the navy de- 
partment today. An investigation of 
her ramming by her sister ship, the 
Ft-3, was under way andthe depart- 
ment expected added details within 
a few days. 

Ten Californians, one a San Frran_ 
cisco man, one from Oakland ad two 
from Vallejo, were lost when the 
American submarine F-1 was ramm- 
ed and sunk in a dense fog Monday 
aftérnoon in American waters, ac- 
cording to word received from Wash- 
ington, Nineteen of the crew of the 
F-1 lost their lives.
